WASHINGTON—Reports of the administration's pro- 


posals for wage hour-"production control" legislation, as rec- 
ommended to a congressional committee by Secretary. ot 
Labor Frances Perkins, seem to have been misinterpreted. 


Here is the gist of what Miss Perkins^ 


actually recommended: 


1. A working week of not more 


than 30 hours with a working day of 
not more than six hours, plus a flex- 
ible provision permitting employment 
of a worker for not more than 40 
hours a week or more than eight 
hours a day during a period not to 
exceed ten weeks in a year in cases of 
"extraordinary need." 


2. Power for the secretary of labor 


to appoint minmum wage boards for 
specific industries whose recommen- 
dations could be made mandatory in 
cases of non-compliance. 


3. Power for the secretary to limit 


the total hours of a plant's operation 
when it operates on "excessively long" 
hours and causes "extraordinary hard- 
ships to other plants.

LITTLE ROCK.—A synopsis of the 


acts of the 1933 General Assembly can- 
not be published in newspapers as re- 
quired by law because the legislature 
did not make an appropriation for that 
purpose, Attorney General Hal L. Nor- 
wood advised 'Secretary of State Ed 
F. McDonald Wednesday, 


Mr. McDonald sought an opinion as 


to whether Act 4, the budget control 
law, prohibits publication of the syn- 
opsis in the absence of an appropria- 
tion for that purpose. He said he had 
received inquiries from many news- 
papers as to whether the synopsis 
would be published. 


The attorney general pointed out 


that Section 2 of Act 4 provides that 
"No obligation shall arise against this 
state under or by reason of any law or 
any contract made in pursuance here- 
of unless a prior appropriation has 
been made by the General Assembly 
to provide for such obligation," said it 
was in his opinion that the secretary 
of state is prohibited by that act from 
making contracts for publication of 
the synopsis and that the state would 
be under no obligation to pay for such 
publication.

Ironing are vastly important. Careless 
handling and harsh soap solutions are 
often responsible for lack-luster lift* 
ens. Stro'ng alkali soaps and bleach* 
ing mixtures destroy the natural lus- 
ter of linen and the heavy satin tex- 
ture of damask. 


Choose a pure mild soap and wa'sh 


linens in heavy suds, squeezing the 
sucjsy water through the fabric rather 
than rubbing. Few laundresses realjze 
that rubbing roughens the fine fiber

and shortens the life of all linen. 
Linen naturally washes easily since it 
does not hold the dirt in the obstinate 
fashion characteristic of cotton. 


Be Careful With Bluing 


Use very little bluing in the last 


rinse water for linens. Linen absorbs 
bluing much more readily than do 
cotton fabrics. Be sure all linens are 
thoroughly rinsed before putting them 
in the bluing water. 


Never starch linen. This applies to 


all household linens—table, bed linen 
and towels. Linen possesses a natural 
sheen and body that does not require 
the addition of starch. 


The final finished beauty of damask 


lies in the care, with which it is iron- 
ed. It must be quite damp and iron- 
ing must be continued until the piece 
is perfectly dry, ironing on the wrong 
side first and then on the right, and 
working from selvagp to selvage. This 
will gain the highest possible luster 
and body. ' 
- 


Many women make the mistake of 


not ironing their damask, dry enough 
and not having it damp enough to,be- 
gin with. Too hot an iron is another 
common fault. It takes time, patience 
and delight in the finished article to 
iron damask. 


How to Remove Stains 


Egg stains should be washed in cold 


water until they completely disappear; 


To reprove coffee stains,, stretch, linen 


over a bowl and pour boiling water 
through it. For tea stains, first pour 
on glycerine and then pour boiling 
water through the stain. 


Fruit stains are removed by stretch- 


ing the linen over a bowl and pouring 
boiling water through Ihe stain, let- 
ting the water fall from a distance of 
three feet. 


Rust spots are easily removed by 


moistening the spot with lemon juice 
and covering with table salt. Let dry 
in the sun. 


Rub grease spots with lard, thor- 


oughly saturating the spot, and then 
wash as usual in warm suds.

Ironing are vastly important. Careless 
handling and harsh soap solutions are 
often responsible for lack-luster lift* 
ens. Stro'ng alkali soaps and bleach* 
ing mixtures destroy the natural lus- 
ter of linen and the heavy satin tex- 
ture of damask. 


Choose a pure mild soap and wijsh 


linens in heavy suds, squeezing the 
sucjsy water through the fabric rather 
than rubbing. Few laundresses realjze 
that rubbing roughens the fine fiber

and shortens the life of all linen. 
Linen naturally washes easily since it 
does not hold the dirt in the obstinate 
fashion characteristic of cotton. 


Be Careful With Bluing 


Use very little bluing in the last 


rinse water for linens. Linen absorbs 
bluing much more readily than do 
cotton fabrics. Be sure all linens are 
thoroughly rinsed before putting them 
in the bluing water. 


Never starch linen. This applies to 


all household linens—table, bed linen 
and towels. Linen possesses a natural 
sheen and body that does not require 
the addition of starch. 


The final finished beauty of damask 


lies in the care, with which it is iron- 
ed. It must be quite damp and iron- 
ing must be continued until the piece 
is perfectly dry, ironing on the wrong 
side first and then on the right, and 
working from selvagp to selvage. This 
will gain the highest possible luster 
and body. ' 
- 


Many women make the mistake of 


not ironing their damask, dry enough 
and not having it damp enough to,be- 
gin with. Too hot an iron is another 
common fault. It takes time, patience 
and delight in the finished article to 
iron damask. 


How to Remove Stains 


Egg stains should be washed in cold 


water until they completely disappear; 


To rcjiiove coffee stains,, stretch, linen 


over a bowl and pour boiling water 
through it. For tea stains, first pour 
on glycerine and then pour boiling 
water through the stain. 


Fruit stains are removed by stretch- 


ing the linen over a bowl and pouring 
boiling water through Ihe stain, let- 
ting the water fall from a distance of 
three feet. 


Rust spots are easily removed by 


moistening the spot with lemon juice 
and covering with table salt. Let dry 
in the sun. 


Rub grease spots with lard, thor- 


oughly saturating the spot, and then 
wash as usual in warm suds.

Swiss Is Planned 


S>Mile Bore Projected Be- 


neath Mont Blanc, 


Europe1* Highest 


GENEVA, Switzerland>-Plans for an 


automobile tunnel under Mont Blanc, 
highest peak !n Europe, are begin- 
ning to take definite shape. A detail- 
ed scheme for thus connecting the 
highway network of France and 
French Switzerland with the Italian 
automobile trade has been submitted 
to the French and Italian governments 
and it is understood here both have 
approved of it in principle. 


The tunnel would run from Cham- 


onix to Courmayeur. Though 
the 


task sounds formidable, it would be 
easier than any of the big jobs al- 
ready done in the Alps. It would be 
only eight miles long—the shortest 
of Alpine tunnels. Geological studies 
have proved favorable and financial 
ones show the tunnel would pay for 
itself with a reasonable tolL 


The tunnel would shorten consid- 


erably the Paris-Rome highway, es- 
pecially for winter travel,* and place 
Geneva on it. It would bring Geneva 
easily within two hours of Italy by 
moderate driving. Generally it would 
greatly .facilitate motor touring in the 
Alps, where it is already highly de- 
veloped.

In this connection I would like to 


make a friendly observation on the 
Hope Water & Light Plant. 


It is generally understood tfiat the 


municipal plant has had to "carry" 
nany families during the depression. 
The plant struggles along under this 
}urdcn as best it can. After all, the 
people own the plant, and can do what 
.hey want with it—but certain good 
suslness practices should be enforced, 
and the plant management should be 
given authority to sec that they are 
enforced. 


I make this suggestion, on the eve 


of the city's annual audit: 


That the plant be instructed to col- 


lect its monthly bills from everyone, 
but that persons definitely known to 
be unable to pay at this time be per- 
mitted to petition the water and light 
committee of the city council, which 
in worthy cases • would issue credit 
memorandums that would take up the 
bills.

This would do two things: 
First—It would give the city a close 


check on all "free" service. 


Second—H would give the municipal 


plant credit for its real gross volume, 
and charge the "free" service to char- 
itable expense, where it should be 
charged. 


The burden of determining who is 


entitled to charity service now rests 
on the plant management. That's a 
handicap. The burden should rest on 
the city council.

LITTLE ROCK.— The Arkansas Cor- 


poration Commission Thursday sent 
letters to county clerks and collectors, 
setting up the amounts to be taxed 
against delinquent lands as costs inci- 
dent to the sale of such lands. 


The total cost on each tract when 


the land is sold to an individual at 
the tax sale, if the land is not adver- 
tised, will be: 


To clerk for attending sale and mak- 


ing record of sale, 10 cents. 


To clerk for listing land sold in 


name of purchaser, 10 cents. 


To collector for each tract sold, 10 


cents. 


To ollector for issuing certificate of 


purchase, 25 cents. 


Total, 55 cents. 
When the land is bid off in the 


name of th,j state, the total cost will 
be 20 cents, the fee to the clerk for 
)isting land in the name of the pur- 
Chaser and the fee to the collector for 
issueing certifacte of purchase not be- 
ing payable when the land goes to the 
state.

neck, the witness said, and repeated 
their demands. The judge still refus- 
ed and one of the farmers tugged on 
.he inch rope. 


Judge Bradley fell, only partly con- 


scious but still refusing to comply 
with the demands, the witness said. 
The farmers dragged the judge to his 
feet, carried him to the side of the 
road and threw the loose end of the 
rope over a sign. 


"Make him get down on his knees 
pray," one of the farmers shouted. 
The judge was pushed to his knees 


and declared: 


I will do the fair thing to all men 


to the best of my knowledge."
